The report required by paragraph (1) shall be 
submitted on the same date annually to the 
Secretary, the Secretary of Education, the 
Committee on Banking, Housing, and Urban 
Affairs and the Committee on Health, Edu-
cation, Labor, and Pensions of the Senate and 
the Committee on Financial Services and the 
Committee on Education and Labor of the 
House of Representatives.

§ 5536. Prohibited acts 

(a) In general 

It shall be unlawful for—
(1) any covered person or service provider—

(A) to offer or provide to a consumer any 
financial product or service not in con-
formity with Federal consumer financial 
law, or otherwise commit any act or omis-
sion in violation of a Federal consumer fi-
nancial law; or 

(B) to engage in any unfair, deceptive, or 
abusive act or practice;

(2) any covered person or service provider to 
fail or refuse, as required by Federal consumer 
financial law, or any rule or order issued by 
the Bureau thereunder—

(A) to permit access to or copying of 
records; 

(B) to establish or maintain records; or 
(C) to make reports or provide information 

to the Bureau; or

(3) any person to knowingly or recklessly 
provide substantial assistance to a covered 
person or service provider in violation of the 
provisions of section 5531 of this title, or any 
rule or order issued thereunder, and notwith-
standing any provision of this title,1 the pro-
vider of such substantial assistance shall be 
deemed to be in violation of that section to 
the same extent as the person to whom such 
assistance is provided. 

(b) Exception 

No person shall be held to have violated sub-
section (a)(1) solely by virtue of providing or 
selling time or space to a covered person or serv-
ice provider placing an advertisement.

§ 5537. Senior investor protections 

(a) Definitions 

As used in this section—
(1) the term ‘‘eligible entity’’ means—

(A) a securities commission (or any agency 
or office performing like functions) of a 
State that the Office determines has adopted 
rules on the appropriate use of designations 
in the offer or sale of securities or the provi-
sion of investment advice that meet or ex-
ceed the minimum requirements of the 
NASAA Model Rule on the Use of Senior-
Specific Certifications and Professional Des-
ignations (or any successor thereto); 

(B) the insurance commission (or any 
agency or office performing like functions) 
of any State that the Office determines 
has—

(i) adopted rules on the appropriate use 
of designations in the sale of insurance 
products that, to the extent practicable, 
conform to the minimum requirements of 
the National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners Model Regulation on the 
Use of Senior-Specific Certifications and 
Professional Designations in the Sale of 
Life Insurance and Annuities (or any suc-
cessor thereto); and 

(ii) adopted rules with respect to fidu-
ciary or suitability requirements in the 
sale of annuities that meet or exceed the 
minimum requirements established by the 
Suitability in Annuity Transactions Model 
Regulation of the National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners (or any suc-
cessor thereto); or

(C) a consumer protection agency of any 
State, if—

(i) the securities commission (or any 
agency or office performing like functions) 
of the State is eligible under subparagraph 
(A); or 

(ii) the insurance commission (or any 
agency or office performing like functions) 
of the State is eligible under subparagraph 
(B);

(2) the term ‘‘financial product’’ means a se-
curity, an insurance product (including an in-
surance product that pays a return, whether 
fixed or variable), a bank product, and a loan 
product; 

(3) the term ‘‘misleading designation’’—
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
